The XMlnent 
Actor's First Appearmoe 
th« Rfisultof nil Aooldent. 


Tho evening of Monday, Sept. 10, 1849, 
saw Ed win ^Booth's first appearance on the 
stage. It was at the Boston museanx, and 
he pUiyed the part of Tressel iu "Richard 
m , " his father, the groat Junius Brutus 
Booth, taking the loading role. The part 
of Tressel Is a rery small'one, and young 
Booth took it quite unexpectedly. He was 
acting as his father's dresser during the en- 
*gagem«it. The stage manager bad been 
cast for Treseel, but he was overwoTlted, 
tired and almost 111, and he begged young 
Booth, who finally consented, to play the 
part. 


Booth's last appearance on aay stage 
"Wlwi at an afternoon yerformanoe of Ham- 
let at the Brooklyn Park theater, Satur- 
day, April 4, 1691. Boofth's acting was far 
irom strong—the effects of his advancing 
•iie and falling powers were plainly vis- 
ible—yet he w&H given a veritable ovation 
by the audience. 
, Edwin Booth was born in Harford coun- 
ty, about twenty miles from Baltimore, 
Nov. 16, 1838. His father. Junius Brutus 
Boojbh, was St years old then and in the 
aeuith of his fume as an actor. The mother 
had been, it Is said, a flower girl in Covent 
Garden, Loudon. 
She was a beautiful 
woman. 
There wore seven children, of 
whom John Wilkes and EklMn were the 
only two to achieve fame on the stage. 
Junius Brutus, the father's namesake, 
passed the best part of his years as a hotel 
keeper at Manchester-by-the-Sea, Mass., 
where he died, 
Joseph became a well 
known physician at Long Branch, 
Mary 
Asia married John S. Clarke, the comedian, 
and wrote lives of both her father and her 
famous brother. 


For two or three years after his almost 
accidental dwbut Edwin acted intermit- 
tently in hi« father's company. 


In 1852 he went to California, When tho 
news of his father's death reached him (it 
oocurred Nov. 80, 
he was strand- 


ed without money or friends and almost 
without food in a Nevada miniiig camp. 
He finally got buck to San Francisco 
ragged, worn and weary. Between that 
time and 1856 ho visited Australia and the 
Sandwich Islands. This whole period was 
one of misery, many of his Journeys being 
made on foot. He was himself obliged to 
post the bills that announced his perform- 
ances. He went hungry often. His road 
was almost incredibly hard, but ho mode 
a triumph out of it, for when he loft Frisco 
early iu 1857 or late in 1656 he was given 
an ovation. 


Then he returned to tlie east, and ap- 
peared with success in Boston as Sir Giles 
Overreach. 
In Now York immediately 
afterward he was fairly started ou the 
high road to fame and fortune by his im- 
personations of Uichard 111, Shylock, King 
Lear, Hamler, Brutus and other roles. 


It was about tliis time that he met Mary 
Devlin, a southern girl of great beauty 
and an actress of extraordinary taieut. 
They were married in New York July 7, 
1800. She immediately retired from tho 
stage. They wore ideally happy. 
Booth 
nojct assayed a season in London without 
great success, and returned to New York 
in 1803 to begin his series of representa- 
tions at the Winter Garden theater, which 
fibtablished him as the greatest living 
American actor. His "Hamlet" ran for 
more than lou nights—a measure of suc- 
cess at that time unheard of. in ltiO-'3 Jiis 
joung wife died, and for a time ho aban- 
doned his profession, 
'in 1804-05 Booth again appeared in Now 
York as iiamleC. April 17 of the latter 
year the a^istissi nation of President Lin- 
coln by John WjJkes, lus brother, btartled • 
the world and engulfed him in a sea of 
grief and wretcbt:duess. He quit the stage 
ou tlio very night of the tragedy, intending 
Tiever t-o return to it, but the importunities 
Q.f hia friend^s "Viicre so eiU'jiest that Jan.^O,

IRiid, ho ftEatn stepped on the stage. His 
appearance behind the footlights was the 
«lícnal for nine grijat cheers which fairly 
shook the theater. But never since that 
fatal 17th of April has he played a profes- 
sional engngement in Washington, 


After his re-entry into public life in ISfiO 
^ooth was tho central figure of a series of 
Magnificent productions 
at the Winter 
garden. When that theater was destroyed 
^y fire he erected the famous Booth's thea- 
'ter. The revivals of "Romeo and Juliet," 
^•Richelieu," "Julius Caeaar" and other 
great tragedies on its stage mark an opoch 
tin the history of the American drama, but 
they bankrupted the man who gave them 
to the public. After his failure Mr, Booth 
found himself nearly $1,000,000 in debt. 
This vast Indebtedness ho has since paid, 
dollar for dollar, with Interest 


The death of his second wife was tho cul- 
mination of u long series of domestic anx* 
Jeties. He ma/le another and phenomenal ly 
•uccessful professional visit to England, 
and also scored a triumph in Germany. 


His tours with Lawrence Barrett began 
during the season of 1887-8, From both a 
financial and artistic standpoint they wore 
wonderfully satisfactory. The profits on 
one season were more than WOo.üüO. In 
1889 this oonneotlon of the two great 
American actors was nidely interrupted 
for a time. On the evening of April 3, at 
Rochester, N. Y„ Mr. Booth \vns suddenly 
stricken with an illness which it was 
thought at first would prove fatal. But 
Booth rallied and acted many timfa after 
that. 


The first real manifestations of Booth's 
decadence appeared during the winter of 
1800-1 while he was playing with Barrett 
in New York. It was evident that his 
powers were failing, and the death of Bar- 
rett, sudden and unexpected as it was, was 
tho final blow which broke the tragedian's 
strength. 


Latterly Mr. Booth had Uvcd in Lake- 
wood, N. J,, where he owned a beautiful 
home. It was there that the general break- 
down^ which eventuated In his death, first 
manifested itself. Booth was well ofí and 
is believed to hare left a fortune of more 
than 1500,000.

WARITIVOTON, June 6.—The president 
said last evening in reply to a direct ques- 
tion by a representative of the United 
Pre.ss that he intendei to call an extra 
se.ssiou of coni?resa not earlier than the 
first nor later than tho loth of September, 
unless unexpected contingencies should 
necessitate an earlier meeting. 


The president further said; '*Wliile there 
has been no mystery nor secrecy in i*egard 
to my intention In this matter, I think it 
not amiss that our people should be in- 
formed authoritatively that the time is at 
hand when their representatives in con- 
gress will bo called upon to deal with a 
financial condition which is the only men- 
ace to the cour try's welfare and prosperty. 
It is well for the people to take up tho sub- 
ject for themselves and arrive at their own 
conclusion as to tho merits of a financial 
policy which obliíícs us to purchaso idle 
silver bullion with gold taken from our 
reserve. One tloes not need the eye of a 
financier to see that this gold thus .sub- 
tracted from tho government's stock is 
eagerly seized by other nations for the 
purpose of strengthening their credit at 
our expense, 


'*It does not need the art of statesman- 
ship to detect the danger that awaits upon 
the continuance of this operation. Already 
the timidity of capital is painfully appar- 
ent, and none of us can fail to see that fear 
and apprehension in monetary circles will 
ultimately bring suffering to every humble 
home in our land. 


"I think that between now and tho 
meeting of congress much depends upon 
the action or those engaged in financial 
operations and business enterprises. 
Our 
vast national resources and credit are 
abundantly sufficient to justify them in 
the utmost faith and confidence. If in- 
stead of being frightened they are con- 
servative, and if instead of gloomily an- 
ticipating immediate disaster they con- 
tribute their share of hope and steadiness, 
they will perform a patriotic duty and at 
the same time protoct their own interests. 
The things Just now needed are coolness 
and calmness in financial circles and study 
and reflection among our people." 


Bold Arkanswi Bank Robber«. 


BENTONVILLE. Ark., June 7.—A gang of 
six deperadoes armed with rifles, entered 
the People's bank, covered the oflicials 
with their weapons and quickly secured 
$10,000, with which they escaped on fleet 
horses. They also had a horso and buggy 
with them, in which tho plunder was car- 
ried off. Being pursued by citizens, they 
kept up a rapid firing, and Taylor Sterno, 
Thomas Baker and Assistant Cashier 
Jackson were wounded, the former seri- 
ously. 
Two of the robbers were also 
wounded, but not stopped in their flight, 
A posse is in pursuit. 


Case Against Russell Sac« Dismissed. 
NEW YORK, June 7.—The action of Will- 
iam R. Lfddlaw against Russell Sage for 
$50,000 damages for being used, as Laidlaw 
alleges, for a shield when Norcross threw 
tho bag of dynamite down in Mr. Sage's 
ofllco, was dismissed yesterday afternoon. 
»This result was apparently unexpected, 
and there was a ripple of excitement 
through the court room when tho an- 
nouncement was made. Mr. Sago jumped 
to his feet, smiling and rubbing his hands, 
and shook hands with his counsel. Mr. 
Laidlaw looked very much dejected, but 
aaid nothing.

The Massachusetts building is in the 
Colonial style, and is largely a repro- 
duction of the historic John Hancock 
residence, which, until the year ]8fi7, 
stood on Beacon Hill, Boston, near the 
State Capitol.

by a cupola. 
The exterior is of staff, I circular in plan, with arched openings 
in imitation of cut granite.

Vernon homestead came into George

The entire floor is 
furnieed in old fashioned furniture, 
and in the bed rooms are four post 
bedsteads. 
On tho third floor aro 
rooms for servants. 
A liberty polo, 
eighty-five feet high, stands in the 
fore court, and a gilded codfish serves 
as a vane on tho top gf the cuidóla.

The building is amphiprostyle in 
that the north and south porches—each 
of the full width of the building—con- 
sist of four fluted Ionic columns, pach 
twenty-four inches in diameter and 
twenty-one feet high, while tho roar 
entrance is between Ionic fluted pil- 
asters, the same as in front. 
The 
columns are surmounted by an en- 
riched Ionic entablature, with deco- 
rated moldings, modillions and dentils, 
and above the entablature the building 
is finished with a balustrade surround- 
ing the four sides of the roof, with 
ornamental urns over each pedestal in 
the balustrade. 


The building has a ground area of 
32x59 feet, two stories high, in wood 
and staff in 
imitation of 
granite. 
Entrance is had to the building from 
all sides 
through

Oldening to the floor. The main hall 
is 18x25 feet, and is open to the roof.

Fort Marion is the. oldest 
structure 
in North America, the most interesting 
specimen of Spanish supremacy in thi« 
country, and the only example of 
medieval fortification on the continent. 
Its erection was begun in 1620 and con- 
tinued for 100 years. 
To equip it as a 
garrison required 1000 men. 
It was 
never taken by a besieging force. 


Maryland. 
Maryland's building was intended at 
first to be a reproduction of the State 
House at Annapolis, but recently tha 
plans were changed, and tho building

It is two feet in height and meas- 
ureo from tip to ti-p of the extended 
wings five foot, the weight being 133 
pounds. 
The head is so constructed 
that it will swerve from side to side 
like that of a live bird. 


The bird has more than 3000 feathers 
made separately by hand, the lines on 
each numbering several hundred, and 
many of them of such remarkable fine- 
ness that in order to preserve their 
uniformity of appearance a fresh tool 
had to be employed after cutting threo 
or four of thom. 
This will give some 
idea of the jiatience and care required 
for the successful accompliahmont of 
tho work. 


Shinjiro Ita-o captured two eagles. 
One ho killed and stulied and the other 
he kept alive. 
Ho used both as model» 
so that while engaged on the worK ho 
might study tho bird both in roiiose

The load which is

That this value may be largely ex- 
ceeded in an actual crowd was pointed 
out by Professor W, 0, Kernot, of 
Melbourne University, Australia, in a 
recent paper before the Victorian In- 
stitute of Engineers, copied into En- 
gineer News, in an actual trial, a class 
of students averaging 158.5 pounds 
each iu weight were crowded in a lobby 
containing 18.23 square feet- making 
an average floor load of 134.7 pounds. 
There was still room to have placed 
another man,

have 
brought up the loading to 
143.1 
pounds per square foot. 
Professor 
kernot also quoted from Stoney, who 
placed lifty-eight laborers, 
averaging 
145 pounds each in weight, in an empty 
ship deck-house measuring 
fifty-seven 
square feet floor area. 
This was a load 
of 147.4 pounds per square foot. 
In 
another test, with seventy-three labor- 
ers crowded into a hut nine feet by 
eight feet eight 
inches, Stoney pro- 
duced a load of 142 ¡rounds per square 
foot and estimated that two or three 
more men could have been squeezed in. 
It appears from these experiments that 
while the flgures ordinarily assumed of 
eighty to lUO pounds are sufticiently 
correct for spaces on which there is no 
cause to induce the collection of great 
crowds, larger figures, say 140 to 150 
¡rounds per square foot, should be used 
for yailway stations and platforms, en- 
trances and exits id i^laces of public as- 
semblies or office buildings, bridge side- 
walks, pavements over vaults and other 
phu^es where dtiui^ crowds arid likely

ARTICHOKES TOR SWIXE. 


Artichokes ore excellent food for 
Bwine, and especially for pigs and 
ehoats that are growing rapidly.

GRO\nXR SEED POTATOES. 


Tiefore planting tho seed have the

Tho best selection for seed will bo ' 
from those stallvs that produce tho 
largest amount in weight. 
Tho most 
prolific stalks are the best to select 
from. 
A stalk that bears a largo num- 
ber of tubers of good size and form 
Avill make good seed. 
The 
improve- 
ment of the ]X)tato crop in yield and 
quality lies in the line of improvement 
of seed. 
An observance of this prin- 
ciple has produced Avonderful results. 
Strict conformity to these principles 
for all farm crojjs will produce as won- 
derful changes.

It is an admilleri fact that Asiatic 
cVioleM has ajiaui made its appearance 
at Hainhur^, the so-ne of its terrible 
ravaces last year. 
The prediction that 
it would a^ain occur this year is begin 
tiing to be verified, allhough this should 
not canine a scare anywhere» 
With all 
Che precautionary measures which have 
been inken in this and other countries, 
and with the experience health officers 
have hnd in the past, wherever cholera 
<Ines appear the authorities should ena- 
bled to confine it within a small com- 
pass. 
The Tribune takes this hopeful 
view and sa\s: 


The belief is expressed that this ac- 
knowledged case of cholera in Ham- 
burg is sporadic and will not become 
5 source of infection. 
But this expec- 
tation is probably too sanguine. 
The 
most competent authorities m Europe 
will be happily disappointed if there is 
not a formidable recurrence of last 
year'ss outbreak. 
There is, however, 
strong reasons to hope that the disease, 
wherever it may appear, will be more 
successfully isolated, and taerefoie more 
readily controlled. 
If experience has 
not revealed a cure for cholera it has 
taught how it can in a great measure 
be prevented. 
The world will not be 
taken unawares this year, at all events, 
Perhaps we can scarcely expect chht the 
plague will not even approach our 
shores, but it is not foolish to ho\yc 
that 
the measures which have been adopted 
10 arrest its progress on both sides of 
the Atlantic will prove effectual. There 
is not the slightest occasion f#r excite- 
ment or alarm at preseiU, and there is 
not likely to be any excuse for another 
agitation such as produced many dis- 
creditable consequences last September. 
It is, nevertheless, the duty of public 
officials and of private individuals to 
co-operate in establishing the well- 
known conditions of nnmunity. 


Referring to the steel manufacturing 
busmess Mr. Carnegie puts it tersely 
and somewhat facetiously in this way:

The reconstructed Baker Ballot Law 
as agreed upon by the House and Sen- 
ate conlerrees and sent to the Govern- 
or last Thursday makes the following 
changes in the present law: 


The ballot is decreased to one half 
its present size. 
Only one set of bal- 
lots and samples are necessary. 
Re- 
duces the percentage for party nomin- 
ations Irom 3 to 2. 
Increases the time 
allowed for printing (he ballots. 
Pro- 
vides that the printing of the ballots 
for spring elections shall be done under 
the sujjervision of the county commis- 
sioners. 
Certificates of nominations 
for members of the House of Represen- 
tatives shall be filed with the county 
commissioners instead of the secretary 
of the Commonwealth. 
Provides that 
one mark in a circle at the top of a 
column of candidates shall be a vote 
for every one in thai column. 
Where 
the circle is not marked a mark for 
«very candidate voted for is required. 
The screen or door must be placed on 
the front of each booth, thereby better 
•securing privacy. 
Provides for greater 
thickness of paper for ballots and the 
corner of the ballot folded over shall be 
printed black so that the number can 
not be seen through the paper. Incase 
a voter votes for more persons than he 
is entitled to, the ballot shall not be 
entirely thrown out, but so much of the 
ballot as is properly marked shall be 
counted. 
The disability clause of the 
act of 1892 is unchanged, but a penal 
clause is provided lor any one who 
falsely represents his disability.

granite or porcelain kettle nntil quite 
thit^k, then skim out the peppers, Bottlo 
while hot. 
This is very good.—New 
lork Sun. 


TO COOK SPINACH. 


Put the washed spinach in A sauce- 
pan with enough cold water to cover 
it, and add a little salt and a very Binall 
amount of soda; bring the water qxiickly 
to boiling poiut, then strain it from 
the spinach. 
The spinach must have 
as much of the moisture as possible 
pressed from it, rub it through a fine 
wire sieve, then put it into a saucepan, 
add a little flour, butter, pepper and 
salt, and stir it over the fire until it 
boils; let it boil for a few minutes, 
then serve it very hot with small tippets 
of fried bread round it.—New York 
World, 


SN'OW CUSTARD. 


Soak one-half box gelatine an houi 
in one cup cold water. 
Then add one 
cup sugar, two cups boiling water and 
boil three minutes, then pour 
out. 
When cool and on the point of con- 
gealing stir in gently the well-beateu 
whites of four eggs. 
Continue ptirring 
until it begins to stiffen, then pour into 
a mold. 
Put in a cold place. 
Make 
this in the evening. 
Next morning 
make a custard of four yolks, one cuj: 
sugar and four cups milk. 
Boil until 
rich and thick, and pour into a glass 
bowl. 
Plavor with lemon or vanilla. 
When perfectly cold turn the snow 
jelly from the mold carefully on top of 
it.—Detroit Free Press. 


STRAWBERRY SPONGE. 


Soak one-half box gelatine in a half 
cup of cold water. 
Hull and mash one 
quart of strawberries, 
and sprinkle 
over them half a cupful of sugar 
together twenty minutes, but do not 
boil hard. 
Rub the berries through n 
hair sieve or colander ; add the soaked 
gelatine to the boiling syrup, 
take 
from the fire, turn into a bowl and add 
the berry juice ; stir until the gelatine 
is all dissolved ; add the juice of one 
lemon, place the bowl in a pan ol 
crushed ice and beat with an egg- 
beater for five minutes. 
Add the 
beaten whites of four eggs, and beat 
the whole until it begins to thicken. 
Pour into wet molds and set on the ice 
to harden. 
Serve very cold with 
cream.—New York Kecorder. 


MAYOXKAISE OP SWEETBREADS. 


Clean and 
parboil 
one 
pair ol 
sweetbreads, 
and then throw them 
into cold water for a half hour. 
Re- 
move the fat and skin and covet* them 
Avith fresh boiling water; add a tea- 
spoonful of salt and simmer gently for 
twenty minutes. 
When done stand 
away to cool. 
Wash and dry the ten- 
der leaves from one head of lettuce. 
Rub the bottom of a soup dish with an 
onion, and make in it nearly a half- 
pint of mayonnaise. 
Place a thin 
slice of onion in the center of your 
salad dish, arrange the lettuce leaves 
around it; mix the sweetbreads care- 
fully with the mayonnaipc and put iu 
the center of the dish. 
Serve. 
This 
is a delicious salad, and if prej^ared as 
directed will have only the faintest 
suspicion of onion. 
Tarragon viuegar 
added to the mayonnaise is a great im- 
provement.
